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The roast “Viator” gave the Cranbrook people and 
Herald was rather hot, but as the growth of that town has 
been largely the cause of the downfall of Fort Steele it is 
only natural that the best of feeling should not prevail 
between the towns. However, when the K.C. R. is built 
Steele will again be in a position to give Cranbrook ayrace 
for the supremacy of S.uth East Kootenay. The Cran- 
brook papers and people would not be considered very 
enterprising if they did not do all in their power to get a 
good thing like the Kootenay Central into their city no 
matter what obstacles may be presented, and if Fort 
Steele is served by the road there seems no good reagon 
why the road should not terminate at a good, live town 
when one already exists. Some trouble of the same nature 
exists in this vicinity. Wilmer, Athalmer, Canterbury and 
Windermere want the road through their towns, but all 
cannot have it, yet all are doing their level best to get it. 
and if such were not the case the lack of enterprise would 
indeed be lamentable. 


The article published in The Outcrop a few weeks age 
advocating that an experimental farm be established some- 
wuere in this valley has gone the rounds of our provincia’ 
exchanges pretty well and so far not one unfavorable com- 
ment has been noted, and, therefore, it may be taken that 
none can be found, This is significant when it is consid- 
ered that many other sections appear more eager than the 
people here to obtain it. In this connection we would 
keep before the public the statement of Mr. Thos. Sharpe, 
who has charge of the Duminion Government experimentza! 
farm at Agassiz, to The Outcrop: 

“I think the agricultural resources of this valley com- 
pare favorably with the bestin the province. I have neve: 
seen better fruit trees anywhere.” 

It would seem thet the opportunity for securing an 
experimental farm in the valley at present is very good 
and it is to be hoped due advantage will be taken of it and 
every effort put forch to secure it. 


The impression that Wilmer had been created a rural 
school district was proved to be incorrect, but at the elec- 
ion of trustees it was unanimously voted that the authori- 
ties be asked to make itore. More than a year ago ihc 
educational department were supplied with all the infor- 
mation necessary and as the teacher's salary was then raised 
equal to the amount paid in organised districts it was 
lelieved the matter was settled. It is evident that the 


taxes would not amount to a quarter of a cent an acre on! 


the land within the district were this organised, and yet 
under the present arrangement the aravunt paid bears 
heavily on a few.
